THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 


Tho Roodee of Chester was never more densely thronged than 
during the Turf festivities there in the present week; and the enjoy- 
ment of thesport was heightened by weather most brilliant. ‘ho 
ground, however, was unpleasantly hard for the competitors, notwith- 
standing the excellent herbage top thereon; bpt the Cestriaus have 
been without rain so long that the course in places was as hard as 


adamant, and in others there were fissures wide enough for Chang to | 


thrust his handin. The trainers therefore did away with the morning 
gallops as farasit was prudent todoit; but independent of the iron- 
bound state of the Jand, it would haye beén almost impracticable to 
gallop many horses at atime on the race-course, ag the crowds would 
persist in assembling within the rails, thereby impeding the free 
exercise of animals, This innovation is being sorely felt at Chester 
every year now; avd some step ought to be taken to do away with 
the intolerable nuisance. ie 

Selim set the ball rolling on Tuesday by walking over for the Gros- 
venor Stakes, after which Pantaloon Janded a heavy pot in the 
Eaton Stakes, from Ozone angfive others, thereby giving a fresh H{t to 
Redcap for the Cup; but the Danebury colours were lowered in the 
Chesterfield most cleverly, Rocoeo beating King Hal on the post by a 
chort head, with the favourite (Aldoroft) well up with the pair. Lord 
Coventry secured his first race this season when he Rescue won bim the 
Mostyn Stakes, but a bad lot of youngsters competed, and the quality 
of the Palatine lot was equally as indifferent, for neither of tho 
runners could be worth near £200, the sum at which they were 

nominated to be sold. Pantaloon won a'second race aneaeane after- 
* noon, from Skirmish, Persuasion, snd othets; so that the Marquis of 
Hastings commenced the week pretty well by scoring two wing and a 
place at three es-ays. Forty-six horses contested the eight races of 
the opening afternoon. Rested grtere ® 

The Cup, on Wednesday, drew seventeen to the post, the absentees 
from the two-and-twenty gojoured on Griffiths’s lemoneard, being Mr. 
Pilt (struck out at two o’élock), Sk Belgrave, Rococo, and 
Marco Spada, With the sxoeies of Mr,-Pitt, none of the latter had 
been supporfed to any amount of money ; but Harry Brailsjord, Sal- 
pinctes, Valiant, Helen, and others, Who really had been fancied by the 
public, had the pen put through their names some tinte previously, 
Mr. Johnson had weighed all the jockies long before the time of starb- 
ing, 80 that the horses were out early, and the anxious spectators were 
afforded an excellent opportant} of scanning the competitors over, 
Redcap, Plutus, Blithfield, and Kiogfisher, were the first to show on 
the course, ha ny been saddled in the middle of thé Roodee; whilst 
‘Treasure Trove, Honesty, Sandal, Saladin, Moulsey, The Lion, Sur- 
ney, and Delight, who underwent their toilets in the ring, followed 
them down to the distance in the order enumerated, Baragah (led by 
Tom Aslinall, who was unable to get to the weight, therelore gave up 
the mount to Jemmy Adams) being the very last ont. Of course, great 
was the auxfety to note the favourites, and Redoap camé in for 
the lion’s share of the gape-seed. He had received a Superb prepara- 
tion, for his coat shone like satin, and his eyes wore as bright as a 
hawk’s. After Mr, ‘I’, Day (cousin to Mr. Joliti Day) handed him over 
to Cannon, the horse walked as quiet as a lamb, yet as proud 4g @ pea- 
cock, for he isa handsome shaped creature, of a nice chestiu¥ colour, 
with a white off bind-leg and off fore-beel, and a blaze face. There is 
quality in hig look, and he is nearly 15 hands 8inches high, muscular 
and determined. The Delight stable continued as sanguiue as ever, 
for he had been highly tried with John Davis, Mr. Pitt,aod Ackworth, 
and the Marquis of Hastings considered victory as certain. Deiight’s 
party were quite as confident, as their youngster had passed through 
& severe ordeal with Saccharometer, Troublesome, and Raglan; and 
since then had endorsed his early impressions as to his high quality 
by running away with the City and Suburban Handicap. In fact, he 
was even set down as being up to Derby standard of excellence; and 
his Cestrian essay was looked upon as the prelude to securing the 
Blue Riband. He is about Redcap’s height, and like him very quiet, but 
Delight’s colour is bay, with black legs,and he has greater length than the 
Danebury horse’ but when he was put in motion we did not like his 
action near so well as that of Redcap’s. The latter moved as free as 
possible, but Delight struck us as being somewhat stiff, and he evi- 
dently did not like the hard ground. Dalby, last year’s winner, was 
hailed with continuous cheering as he went down the straight, and 
he was the model of the short-legged muscular race-horee, looking as 
hard as nails and as bright us the sun that shone so brilliantly over 
him. Honesty was as handsome as paint, and galloped resolutely, 
but the little horse had been beaten in his trial at home, and wags 
merely sent for the off chance. Moulsey never was more fit, but the 
public would not believe iu his staying powers, though it was said he 
had beaten Sandal at home, and the latter is not only a fair performer, 
but was fit.. We were disappointed ia Baragah ; he had received 
every attention at the hands of John Scott, but he struck us as being 
sore, for he dreaded to put his feet to the ground when he first gal- 
loped; he, however, improved upon acquaintance, yet there was 
something indefinable and unrecoucileabie about him. The other 
Malton pair, The Lion and Treasure Trove, were never better in their 
lives, aud Jooked and went so well that everybody rushed on to them. 
Dublety teared away like a rampant lioness; but Plutus and The 
Clown went as steady as old stagers. Buckfoot we missed, which 
was no great loss after all, for he had to make way for Dalby, on 
whom the division had piled the money pretty stiff. Dubiety’s 
fractiousness kept them atthe post very little short of half an hour, 
but as soon as they all got under weigh, The Clown, Buokfoot, and 
Kingfisher, made tho pace a cracker, with Redcap in @ front position, 


and Dalby and Delight biding their time up to the river side in the 
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second circuit. There the three first-mentioned gave way, upon | The Patatine Staxss of 5 sovs each, with 60 added ; three-yr-olde, 7st; four, 
other allowances. “Otice 


which Dalby went to the front, followed round the Grosvenor turn by 
Redcap, Delight and Treasure ‘Trove; but in a few strides further on 
Delight broke down in the off fore leg, and of course beat a retreat. 
Moulsey then’joined the three leaders, but as soon as Dalby (full of 
running) was fairly landed in the straight it was at once seen that 
the laurels would again fall to him, for Cannon was at work on Red- 
cap, ‘l'reasure Trove compounded, and Moulsey tiring under the heavy 
impost, independent of being anon-stayer. Dalby, indeed, won as he 
liked, winning something like £25,000 in bets for Mr. W. G. Bennett, 
and £15,000 each for Mr. Thomas Hughes (the Flash-in-the-Pan bird) 
and Mr. George Herring. TheMarquis of astings and the followers 
of Redcap looked uautterable things; and those who recollected how 
the stable had Jaid against the animal Jast week at Newmarket, said it 
‘‘served them right.” As soon ag the winner was weighed 
in,attention was turned to Delight, Baragah, and others that 
had been popular before the start. The first-mentioned hobbled 
home on three legs, but- Baragah was prostrate on the Déo 
embavkment, having splintered his pastern joint; ‘whilst poor 
Saladin was injured severely in his foot Goue say it was torn off),-and 
Buckfoot had fallen dead lame. Such a succession of mishaps in.a big 
race hss never previously transpired ; and Baragah had to be conveyed 
in 4 vanfrom the course to his stable in the city. We fear that his 
racing career has ended; but had he kept all right in the race we 
candidly confess he could n»t have won, though it is somewhat vexing 
for us to have to adwit it, after selecting him and Delight to beat the 
field. However, we like to be candid; and there is no disgrace in 
admitting an error, Still, upon paper, his chance looked rosy, and we 
took him.becauss he had pressed Ely so at Ascot, and had done excel- 
jent work all the Spring. We found out, however, onthe morning of 
the conflict that he had been overdone, and the hard ground was dis- 
liked by him. Redcap we objected to last week, from the simple fact 
that the nobleman to whom be belongs actually was offering monoy 
the animal did not rnn; but of Dalby we wrote:—‘ He has had a great 
trial and ought (if what he has done can be relied upon) to be 
about - repeating last year’s triumph on the Roodee.” Further, 
anent Delight and Treasure Trove we observed, '* we saw the 
two latter in such form on the Surrey Downs recently that, though 
they are penalised, we are quite prepared to see them conspicuous at 
the finish of the conflict. In fact, we must stand one of this couplet 
toaid in pulling ns through; and in taking Delight and Baragah as 
our final champions we do not think we shall err very greatly.” 
We are moreand more convinced that had not Delight been crippled 
he would have landed us. His jockey, Kenyon, declares that he was 
going 80 brilliantly within three-quarters of ‘a mile of home that the 
| colt ‘‘could have walked in.” -Had be done go the Derby would have 
been over ; asitis his owner has lost both races, for he cannot be got 
round in time for Epsom now. * 
In the evening Rustic, owing to the defeat of Redcap, was not in 
such strong odour for the Derby, 2 to 1 being offered over and over 
again in thousands; but Lord Lyon’s partisans never tired of taking 
3's tol about their pot. Vespasian has been in great request at 20's 
during the week; and now that he has got into good work again 
Redan is supported. Talk has been renewed about the Bribery colt 
and The Stabber; but Knight of the Crescent and Monarch of the Glen 
are exccedingly quiet, and the Midsummer colt gone to the extreme 
outside division. We heard at Chester that neither Custance or George 
Fordham would be in the eaddle again for some time to come, and that 
Wells would steer Lord Lyon and ‘Tom. Challoner be up on Rustic for 
the Derby. ‘T, French has been retained for Redan; and Jommy 
Adams for Knight of the Crescent, and it is all bosh about the-latter 
having sprung a curb. 
During the coming week the Ascot Hearn Spring Meeting will be 
held, but we have not yet received the official programme or a copy 
of this week’s Sheet Calendar; bat falling back upon “ Baily’s” spring 
edition, we find that Friponnier and Cellina are engaged in the-First 
Spring Biennial on the Berkshire Heath, and one of the thirty-seven 
really should win, for we take it that Problem and Opoponax are not 
#0 formidable as they are. For the Grand Stand Plate ACHIKVEMENT 
(the own sister to Lord Lyon) really ought to pull through, for Knight 
of the Garter has paid forfeit too often for richer stakes, therefore we 
-presume he will be an absentee, and Marksman has disappointed us 
too often to trust him this journey. We expect he will improve with 
age, and Blue Riband is not ripe enough. It is just probable that 
Knight of the Garter will show for the Sunning Hill Stakes, as it 
will be worth £900 at least; but in his absence we shall trust to 
HirriA, though we havo a wholesale dread of CELLINA.

On Tuesday, upon the invitation of Mr. W. H. Whitehead, the committee of 
the Thames Angling Preservation Society assombled at the Red Lion, Hampi 
ton, to commemorate the fishing arrangements which had been inaugurated 
last yeur. In responding to the “Thames Angling Preservation Socie!y,” Mr, 
Ponder said that during the last twelve months they had turned into the 
Thames from their breeding ponds about 40,000 fish, and during the five years 
of the operations of the society about the same number had been sent into the 
stream. The company afterwards proceeded to the fishing pondsat Sunbary, 
where tho breeding ponds, the boxes, and tue other arrangements were brought 
under notice, and ine large specimens of the young fry, which had only been 
turned in about six weeks, excited groat interest, The ponds have been 
cleared twice during the last twelve months, and the you ug fry emptied there- 
from, the fish then being considered big enough to take care of themsclyes, 
During the five years of the operations of the society it is compated that over 
200,000 fish have been put into the river, and it must be satisfaciory for the 
public to know that really decent-sizod salmon trout have been seen, and in 
more than ono instance taken, The actiou of the Thames Conservancy Board 
has, of course, much benefited the operations of the society, and the appvint- 
ment Of paid river-keepers, as settled last year, has proved a decided advan- 
tage. Still the nettirg is carried into practice, aod the keepers have beon 
obliged to wire the breeding ponds in order to save the fish from the depreda- 
tors. The compauy having viewed the fishing ground, proceeded to tte resi- 
dence of Mr. G, E, Knight, at the Elms, Hampton, where bo is forming 
breeding ponds for perch and other fish, which will be ultimately turned into 
the river,

MONUMENT TO SHAKESPEARE IN 
STRATFORD-ON-AVON. 


We may remind our readers, in laying before them 
an engraved view of the proposed monument to 
Shakespeare in Stratford-on-Avon, that it was con- 
templated to erect in the poet’s native town a per- 
manent memorial of him out of the proceeds of the 
tercentenary festival that was heldn Stratford in 
the spring of 1864, : 

Mr. Jobn Gibbs, of Oxford, made the design of a 
monument, which having been selected, a subscrip- 
tion to defray the cost was commenced, Sufficient 
funds, however, not having been forthcoming, the 
Mayor of Stratford-on-Ayon at tho time of tho 
festival, Mr. E. Flower, and his successor in the 
mayoralty, Mr. James Cox, earnestly exerted them- 
selves to get the requisite funds, which being 
obtained, the memorial will now certainly be 
erected. 

The total height of the monument will be 106 feet, 
while the width at the bottom of the steps will be 36 
feet. 

The plan at the floor-line shows four buttresses, 
ornamented with angular columns, capitals, and 
panels. Each of the buttresses supports a pedestal, 
on which a large statue will be placed. 

The memorial is to be 80 constructed at the lower 
part as to form, a space in the centre for a vaulted 
chamber, lighted by four windows, and entered by 
an arched doorway on one side only, ‘his chamber 
is intended to contain a marble statue uf Shake- 
speare, resting on. a carved pedestal opposite the 
entrance. 

Tho walls of the chamber are to bo historically 
treated, by tinted sculpture in bas-relief. Medail- 
lions of dramatic writers and actors are to fill the 
spandrels of the doors and windows, and other 
parts, both internally and externally. | 

‘The form of the statue chamber is indicated on the 
design outside, as it rises by various architectural 
lines, amidst which are four large gables, partly 
occupied by the arms of Shakespeare, supported by 
dramatic characters. ; 

In the second stage more figures are shown, singly 
and in groups, illustrating personages in some of the 
chief plays of ancient Moglish life, some being under 
Canopies, 

The upper tier of statues is shown upon the third 
stage, which, with those below, and the crowning 
group at the top, St. George of England Slaying 
the Dragon, number between thirty and forty. 

The estimate shows the following items :—£2,220 
for the mason; £600 for external sculpture and, 
carving ; £200 for internal sculpture ; £500 for the 
statue of Shakespeare, and £100 for colour, making 
altogether the sum of £3,620. 

The erection of such a superb monument will in- 
duce many to visit a place where the most’ gifted of 
geniuses is known to have lived, not only in his 
youth, but in his mature years. Contemplating 
the monument erected to his memory, and gazing 
on the place of his birth and death, is to expe- 
Jience the most elevated of all pleasures. And 
what poetical pilgrimage is there like that to Strat- 
Jord, where every street, every field, every walk 
and ride, is hallowed with associations of the 
greatest of all poets? ‘

MR. B. WEBSTER AND J. W. ANSON. 


‘We present our readers this week with portraits 
of Mr. B. Webster and Mr, J. W. Anson. Thege 
portraits will be prized by every admirer of the 
stage, and osteemed by every professor of the dra- 
matic art. 

Of Mr. Webster wo can say but little that has not 
been said before. Tho high-minded and generous 
patron of all that pertains to the drama nobly sup- 
ported Mr. Anson in all the efforts he made to 
establish the Dramatic College. 

Our space will not permit us, as we would have 
desired, to speak. of Mr. Anson’s early career, but 
we start at once from 1853, when Mr. W. Cooke 
became lessee of Astley’s. ‘There Mr. Anson opened 
very successfully as Pringle, in ‘Mr. and Mrs. 
Pringle,” followed by Wormwood, Delph, etc., and 
upon the revival of ‘Rob Roy” distinguished him- 
self as Bailie Nicol Jarvis, which ran a triumphant 
career of many weeks. Upon the revival of 
‘Henry IV,” his Sir John Falstaff was a most ar- 
tistic specimen of the Dowton and Strickland 
school. 

It is, however, more¢ his labour of love that we 
are called upon to speak to-day. His mind was 
steadily directed to the relief of the class with 
which he was associated, and ho resolved to establish 
a Sick and Almshouse Fund. 

Though surrounded at every turn by difficulty 
and discouragement he triumphed, and on the dth 
of July, 1855, he got together a great meeting at 
Drury-lane. Nearly all the London managers were 
there, and the most intense enthusiasm prevailed. 
The exposition of the principles of the intended 
fund and the speech of Mr. Anson are still 
remembered, and the prayer of many asick pillow 
have been wafted on the winds of heaven to the 
throne of grace for blessings on his head. In 1856 
Mr. Webster, who had been unanimously elected 
President of the Sick Fund, made an energetic 
movement to obtain a small portion of the overgrown 
surplus funds of Dulwich College. ~ 

On the 13th of March, 1856, a large meeting was 
held at the Theatre Royal Adelphi, at which Mr, 
Charles Dickens presided ; and a few days later ac- 
companied the great luminaries of the literary and 
dramatic world, in their interview with the Secretary 
of State, 

We must not omit to mention that in furtherance 
of the object so dear to his heart, Mr. Anson published 
adramatic almanack, containing an almost incredible 
amount of information, extending over two thousand 
years. The profits he devoted tothe cause. 

Can we, or rather, must we say more? Goodness 
of heart—charity is best exemplified in deeds of 
merey. Mr. Anson's deeds will be his memorial. 
The widow and orphan will bless him, and will 
with us offer up the fervent hope that he may be 
spared for many years—an ornament to his profession 
aud a blessing to mankind,

On 
Mouday Mr. H. Grattan Plunkett appeared in his own drama of “ Tho Fairy 
Circle,” a very pretty and romantic play. Ho bas been well seconded in hig 


Ophelia; but in Hamlet Mr. Fechter certainly plays better than ever. 
The foreign accent, which, spite of the highly original and masterly 
acting, would so provekingly jar upon English ears, has disappeared 
now to a wonderful extent, and, asa consequence, the manifold baautias 
of the impersonation come out with increased effect. It is certain 
that this French actor, though we may claim him as an Eoglishman, 
has taught us countrymen of Shakespeare, so far as the character of 
Hamlet is concerned, more than has been taught from tho stage sinca 
tradition downwards. Mr. Fechter's Hamlet approaches that which 
all stage presen'ations fall more or less lamentably short of, viz., an 
embodiment of the post’s idea. As such, it should be seen by all who 
have not seen it, and seen again and again by all who have. Tho 
tragedy, while still having the benefit of the excellent acting of Mr. 
Emery in the King, and Miss Elsworthy in the Queen, and of Mr. 
Jordan's very creditable personution of the Ghost, as upon its former 
production here, presents changes in the other principal parts which 
are variously improvements and the reverse. Miss C. Leclerog’s 
Ophelia is no substitute for Miss Kate Terry’s, yet it is a very cre- 
ditable assumption, wanting mostly perhaps simplicity. The 
wondrously affecting snatches of song were, however, given 
with great effect. Mr.Herman Vezin is a most able supporter of the 
comparatively slight role of Laertes. and Mr. Fitzpatrick’s Horatio, 
Mr, Evans’s First Player, and Miss Heurade’s Actress, deserve 
mention also as Very creditable personations. Mr. Addison, who has 
been engaged expressly to play Polonius, does not quite do justice to 
the part. He speaks old Polonius’s pomposity quaintly enough for 
the most part, but, in parts, with an utterance too rapid for giving tha 
full effect. In the famous exordiam which ha terms “a fow presapet: 
for instance, the Polonius of Mr. Addison gabbles on as though the 
wind, sitting in the shoulder of the sail of his son’s outward bound 
ship, was very present indced to his mind.

We cannot compliment the author of ‘The Merry Widow” an 

“ The Silver Lining ” upon his latest drama. Truth to tell, * Love's 
Martyrdom,” the new drama in four acts and a prologae, by Mr. 
Leicester Buckingham, produced at this house on Weduesday last, is 
a very ill-digested, uninteresting, and absurd piece, What excision 
and re. arranging on a liberal scale might do for it, we will not under- 
take to say, but as presented en Wednesday night it certainly struck 
us a9 being, fora piece having a not uninteresting story in the main 
for its groundwork, one of tho most inexplicable of complications on 
complications we ever met with. The story—boldly plucked 
from its devious and mystifying surroundingi—is, as we havo 
said, not uninteresting. It is that of a young girl who, detecting: her 
father in the very act of murdering her mistressand benefactress, elects 
to shield him by bearing tho opprobrium attaching to the crime her- 
self. Seeking self-destruction as & means of escapé from her iutoler- 
able load of misory, she escapes alike from the consequences of her own 
rash act and the clutches of the law, and is thougatto be drownel, A 
wanderer and a fugitive sho falls in love and marries, still, however, 
retaining her secret. But the secret proves too much for her wedded 
paprinest, and again and again must love's martyrdom be borne, until 
at last comes the author and the denouement to tho rescue; bringing 
happiness, strange tosay, in the shape of that which has been most 
dreaded by the heroine throtighout the piece, viz., the unmasking of 
the real criminals, the principal being the heroine’s father. A simple 
story, we say, having in ites mplicity great capabilities for interesting, 
but one whieh, in the version under notice, is so overlaid by 
incident, relevant and irrelevant, plotting and counter-plotting, 
finesse of villany, finesse of love, and finesse of jealousy, and so dis- 
figured by inadequacy of motive in the greater part.of the characters 
for the greater part of their acts, as to be almost entirely lost to the 
audience. Besides being devious, obscure, and uninteresting in the 
action, there is inthe pioce a large amount of what we deem to be very 
objectionable matter. The hideous Old Bailey taint, which has no 
attraction but its hideousness, is rampant in more than one act; and 
the audience finds itse!f during uo small portion of the time devoted to 
the evolvement of the drama, assisting, asit were, inthe plottings and 
crimes of a setof wretches whose only claim upon the attention lies in 
the extent and soullessness, so to speak, of their villany, Neither can 
praise be awarded for the writing. There is but little in the piece to 
remind us of the neatness and sparkle that have marked other efforts 
ofthe same author. And asfor the humour; a dead level of antiquated 
pleasantries and malapropisms, seasoned with no small amount of 
sheer vulgarity, is maintained with great consistency throughout- To 
make a respectable old housekeoper to a lady of title, when 
speaking to her mistress, say of her daughter that she 
is a ‘‘scrumptious” girl, is worse than'absurd. About tho smartest 
thing in the piece is something to the effect that the gentlemen of 
Bohemia change their names oftener than they do five pound notes, 
This soems rather severe, but then Mr. Leicester Buckingham ought 
toknow.

The public charities of a country are its 
greatest ornament, and in these our country 
abounds, They distinguish the age in which 
we live. Of these charities few are crippled by 
any restrictions—the generality have no dis- 
tinctive qualifications of class, or creed, where- 
with to fetter the means of usefulness to tho 
community. 

We can point, with legitimate pride, to 
innumerable instances of generosity ;—state, 
without fear of contradiction, that any indi- 
vidual case of hardship or distress has only to 
be made known and succour will be immediately 
supplied with an abundant and unsparing hand. 
No public institution is found to be in want of 
funds but friends are sure to spring up in all 
directions; and, though the demands are now 
80 much greater than the ordinary income will 
relieve, an extra source ig almost certain to 
develope itself in some unlooked-for and 
unexpected spring of charity. Each winter has 
developed these facts to the very letter of our 
text, for ragged schools, soup kitchens, homes 
for the homeless, and provision for the other- 
wise unprovided are to be found in every 
corner of Old England. 

We can scarcely go into a country church 
but we see memorials ot benefactions to the 
poor parishioners; and we find similar fore- 
ahoaehe by geaerous-minded persons in the 
wills of many of the citizens of London for the 
benefit of the poor.

Theso boats will be tried by Mr. Hamill as soon as they are finished, 
and, of course, whichever one best suits his ideas as to speed, etc., 
that one will be selected by him to be taken across the ‘Atlantic, and 
used in the international contest. The boat being constructed by 
M‘Kay will be thirty-three feet long ten inches and a half wide, and 
will weigh twenty-seven pounds. *’ he dimensions of tho other craft, 
by Roberts, are not known.

During this interval the fire had spread along the marble 
hall, picture gallery, drawing-room, and the chapel on the north 
side, the ceiling of which, with the walls ornamented with splendid 
costly paintings, soon becime a pitiful sight. The great staircase, 
with a large quantity of statuary, is all gone.’ Very many paint- 
ings that were at the Great Exhibition in 1862 have been destroyed. 
The half’ was commenced to be built in 1615, aud completed in 1636, 
and in 1837 it was restored at a cost of £50,000 by the present peer. 
The entire hall, except a very small part, was destroyed by twelve 
at noon yesterduy.
